ARE  WE  BETTER  THAN  GOD?  * 

It  is  all-impoiiant  to  onr  happiness,  hopes  and 
virtue,  to  entertain  consistent  views  of  the  divine 
character,  that  we  may  be  led  to  imitate  him  as  far 
ns  our  limited  agency  and  powers  will  permit.  To 
this  simple  proposition,  all  professors  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion  will  most  readily  subscribe,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  nature  and  character  of  their  respec¬ 
tive  and  ever-varying  creeds. 

When  we  survey  the  works  of  our  Maker,  where 
his  providential  care  and  kindness  are  seen,  to  high 
and  low,  rich  and  poor,  wise  and  ignorant — yes,  to 
every  living  thing ;  we  can  not  fail  to  be  impress¬ 
ed  with  a  conviction  that  God  is  good.  If  he  were 
a  malevolent  Being,  we  might  look  upon  a  crea¬ 
tion.  hateful  in  all  its  features;  instead  of  the  beau¬ 
teous  and  interesting  variety  which  every  where 
salute  our  gaze.  Every  object  might  be  disgusting 
to  our  sight ;  every  thing  we  handle  miglit  be  pain¬ 
ful  to  the  sense  of  feeling,  and  impart  wretched¬ 
ness  and  suffering,  instead  of  pleasure  and  delight, 
as  every  tangible  object  now  does.

verse. 

Still  we  are  the  subjects  of  suflfering,  nnd  behold 
the  same  liability  to  pain  in  all  beings  possessed  of 
human  sensibilities.
